BUREAUS. NEA, ARA, EB AND PM DID NOT SUBMIT REPORTS. 


H - KEMPTON B. JENKINS (ACTING) 

1. JACKSON'S REQUEST FOR SALT HEARINGS. APPARENTLY IN 
CONTRADICTION TO THEIR INDICATION TO US THE DAY BEFORE 
YESTERDAY, JACKSON HAD DECIDED TO REITERATE HIS REQUEST 
THAT YOU APPEAR BEFORE THE COMMITTEE. IN A LETTER TO 
YOU THIS MORNING, HE CONTENDS THAT THE SOVIETS ARE 
NOW DEPLOYING NEW MISSILES IN VIOLATION OF SALT I AND 
INSISTS THAT YOU SUPPLY A LIST OF DATES ON WHICH YOU 
WOULD BE WILLING TO APPEAR BEFORE THE SUBCOMMITTEE TO 
ANSWER QUESTIONS ABOUT THESE DEVELOPMENTS AND THE MANNER 
IN WHICH THE SALT I AGREEMENT WAS NEGOTIATED. 
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2. MILITARY BASES EXECUTIVE AGREEMENTS. SENATOR CASE IS 
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READY TO LAUNCH HIS ANNUAL CHARGE AGAINST THE MILITARY 
BASES WINDMILL THIS YEAR, ACCORDING TO HIS FOREIGN 
AFFAIRS ADVISER (BRYEN). HE WILL SUBMIT A BILL WHICH 
WOULD REQUIRE: (1) ALL EXECUTIVE AGREEMENTS EXCEPT 
THOSE OF AN EMERGENCY NATURE TO LIE BEFORE CONGRESS FOR 
20 DAYS; (2) A DECISION TO BE MADE WHETHER THESE AGREE- 
MENTS ARE SUFFICIENTLY IMPORTANT TO BE SUBMITTED AS 
TREATIES OR EXECUTIVE AGREEMENTS REQUIRING CONGRESSIONAL 
APPROVAL; (3) IN THE ABSENCE OF SUCH A CONGRESSIONAL 
DECISION AT THE END OF 20 DAYS, THE EXECUTIVE AGREEMENT 
WOULD GO INTO FORCE AUTOMATICALLY. BRYEN SAID THAT THE 
BILL WILL SPECIFICALLY ALLOW EXCEPTIONS FOR SUCH THINGS 
AS CEASE FIRES, ETC.

- STEPHEN SCHWEBEL, ACTING 

-SCHWEBEL REVISED A CABLE TO LEIGH RESPONDING TO 
QUESTIONS ON THE STRAITS OF TIRAN AND BAB EL MANDAB. 

-GUGGENHIME, THE LAWYER FOR CONSOLIDATED FOODS (ARIS 
GLOVES), TELEPHONED SCHWEBEL TO STATE THAT CONSOLIDATED 
HAD RECONSIDERED ITS POSITION AND WAS NOW PREPARED TO 
ACCEPT A DEAL WITH CZECHOSLOVAKIA WHICH THE DEPARTMENT 
CONTEMPLATED SEEKING WHICH AMOUNTED TO CZECH PAYMENT OF 
50 OF THE VALUE OF THE CLAIMS, EXCLUDING INTEREST, AND 
INCLUDING THE AMOUNT EARLIER RECEIVED THROUGH SALE OF THE 
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CZECH STEEL MILL. THE ONE FURTHER CONDITION HIS CLIENT 
WOULD REQUIRE WOULD BE PROMPT LUMP SUM PAYMENT OF THE 
WHOLE SETTLEMENT REACHED, RATHER THAN ANNUAL PAYMENTS 
OVER A PERIOD OF YEARS. THIS CHANGE OF APPROACH BY 
CONSOLIDATED MAY OPEN THE WAY TO RENEGOTIATION OF THE 
CLAIMS WITH CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 

-SCHWEBEL CONFERRED WITH EB ON THE TERMS OF ITS DRAFT OF 
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A SUMMARY OF THE MEMORANDA ON U.S. POLICY ON OIL 
EXPROPRIATIONS. 

-SCHWEBEL SUBMITTED L'S COMMENTS ON A FURTHER DRAFT OF 
THE SECRETARY'S U.N. SPEECH TO LORD AND ENDERS. 

-SCHWEBEL CONFERRED WITH ARA AND EB ON THE LINE THE 
DEPARTMENT SHOULD TAKE IN VIEW OF THE SUSPENSION OF 
NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN MARCONA AND PERU AND THE VISIT TO 
THE DEPARTMENT WHICH WILL TAKE PLACE AUGUST 25 OF 
MARCONA'S EXECUTIVE VICE PRESIDENT. 

EUR - 1 AMES G. LOWENSTEIN, ACTING: 

TURKISH PROTEST OF SENATOR EAGLETON'S PRESS CONFER- 
ENCE. THE TURKISH CHARGE CALLED ON INSTRUCTIONS TO 
EXPRESS HIS GOVERNMENT'S "INDIGNATION AND RESENTMENT" AT 
A STATEMENT MADE BY SENATOR EAGLETON IN HIS PRESS CONFER- 
ENCE AUGUST 21 IN ATHENS (ATHENS 6344). THE CHARGE 
SPECIFICALLY REFERRED TO EAGLETON'S REMARKS THAT THE 
TURKISH MILITARY CONTROL NORTHERN CYPRUS AND THAT 
"DENKTASH IS NOT MASTER OF HIS OWN HOUSE NOR IS PRIME 
MINISTER DEMIREL." I ASSURED THE CHARGE THAT SUCH 
COMMENTS DO NOT REFLECT THE VIEWS OF EXECUTIVE BRANCH AND 
THAT YOU, IN PARTICULAR, HAD THE HIGHEST REGARD FOR BOTH 
DEMIREL AND DENKTASH. 

PORTUGUESE NOTE ON ANGOLA. PORTUGUESE AMBASSADOR 
THEMIDO CALLED TO DELIVER A COPY OF THE PORTUGUESE NOTE 
TO THE UNSYG ON THE ANGOLAN SITUATION. THE MESSAGE WAS 
IDENTICAL TO THAT DESCRIBED IN CARLUCCI'S 4799 (REPEATED 
SEPARATELY). I REPEATED TO THEMIDO THE POINTS CARLUCCI 
HAD BEEN INSTRUCTED TO MAKE ON ANGOLA AND SAID THAT WE 
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WOULD CONSIDER THE UN ASPECT SEPARATELY. 

AF - EDWARD W. MULCAHY, ACTING 

SOUTH AFRICAN UNHAPPINESS: SOUTH AFRICAN CHARGE, JEREMY 
SHEARAR, CAME IN (AFTER PERSUADING HIS IRATE AMBASSADOR- 
DESIGNATE NOT TO) TO TELL ME HOW UNHAPPY HIS GOVERNMENT 
IS TO RECEIVE, ON THE ONE HAND, NO WORD OF APPRECIATION 
FROM THE US OR OTHER FRIENDS FOR ITS EFFORTS TO EFFECT A 
RHODESIAN SETTLEMENT AND, ON THE OTHER, TO HAVE PUBLIC 
REPORTS THAT YOU EXPECT SOUTH AFRICA TO BE INVADED AND 
THAT YOU AGREED WITH THE BLACK CAUCUS TO CLOSE OUR DEFENSE 
ATTACHE OFFICES IN SOUTH AFRICA, ALL THIS ON TOP OF 
GISCARD'S ANNOUNCED ARMS EMBARGO. VORSTER IS IN MORE 
SERIOUS TROUBLE WITH HIS RIGHT WING. HE MADE A FORMAL 
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REQUEST FOR AMBASSADOR BOTHA TO SEE YOU AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE AFTER YOUR RETURN. I TOLD HIM THAT THE ATTACHE 
OFFICE MATTER WAS NOT DISCUSSED AT YOUR MEETING WITH THE 
BLACK CAUCUS AND THAT WE HAD DENIED THIS LAST EVENING 
TO INQUIRING PRESSMEN. I WOULD RELAY THE REQUEST FOR AN 
APPOINTMENT BUT COULD NOT BE VERY ENCOURAGING BECAUSE OF 
YOUR SEPTEMBER CALENDAR.
